AUTUMN  SOWING 

Seeds  of  certain  rock  garden  and  border  perennials, 
of  many  bulbs  and  shrubs,  are  benefited  by  a  long  pe¬ 
riod  of  exposure  to  low  soil  temperatures.  The  best  way 
to  handle  such  seeds  is  to  sow  them  in  open  ground 
seed  beds,  or  in  cold  frames  in  late  autumn,  any  time 
from  the  first  of  October,  to  just  as  long  as  the  soil 
remains  unfrozen,  even  into  January.  The  seed-bed  may 
be  lightly  mulched  after  sowing,  with  straw  or  leaves, 
to  keep  it  from  drying  out,  and  to  prevent  frost  heav¬ 
ing.  Any  such  mulching  should  be  removed  very  prompt¬ 
ly  in  early  spring,  else  the  germinating  seedlings  may 
then  be  smothered.  Incidentally,  at  Old  Orchard,  we  sow 
some  two  thousand  or  more  kinds  of  seeds  in  late  au¬ 
tumn,  or  in  open  periods  of  winter,  all  in  outside  seed 
beds,  slightlty  raised  for  drainage,  forty  inches  wide, 
owings  in  rows  four  inches  apart  across  the  bed.  We 
et  a  high  proportion  of  spring  germination. 

The  purpose  of  this  folder,  sent  only  to  a  selected  list 
customers  of  continued  record,  is  to  put  before  them 
<;  the  actual  seed-sowing  time  for  the  kinds,  a  list  of 
jrtain  highly  desirable  species  that  need  cold  for  ger- 
ination,  and  on  which,  therefore,  we  suggest  late  au- 
mn  sowing  in  outdoor  seed-beds.  It  cannot,  of  course, 
^er  all  that  should  be  so  sown.  See  those  listings  in 
•  general  catalog  that  are  marked  with  key-letter 
for  others,  (such  as  Lewisia,  Peony  and  Liatris). 

CHRYSANTHEMUM  HARDY 

;re  are  hardy  perennial  Chrysanthemums,  seeds 
/ed  at  Old  Orchard  from  kinds  that  winter  there 
A^ithout  any  protection  whatsoever,  and  have  so  win¬ 
tered  for  years.  Seeds  sown  in  October,  November  or 
Oecembei’,  in  outside  seed-beds,  will  germinate  strongly 
in  spring,  and  some  of  the  seedlings  are  likely  to 
flower  first  Pall,  all  the  second  Pall. 

CHRYSANTHEMUM  JAPANESE  MOUNTAIN— Por  gar- 
den  growing.  Single  flowers  of  medium  size,  carried  in 
explosive  profusion.  Extraordinarily  varied,  petal  form 
as  well  as  coloring.  Rich  in  bronzes,  but  there  will  be 
pink,  cream,  rose,  yellow,  crimson.  Of  much  hardiness. 
Recommended.  Pkt.  15c. 

CHRYSANTHEMUM  AVALON  INDICUMS— Our  earli¬ 
est  blooming  strain  of  hardy  autumn  Chrysanthemum. 
Plowers  large  to  very  large,  usually  single,  but  some¬ 
times  semi-double,  or  even,  rarely,  double.  Pink  domi¬ 
nate,  light  to  dark,  some  with  white  zone,  but  there  are 
always  varied  yellows,  reds,  and  crimson,  with  riches  in 
bronze  and  copper.

CHRYSANTHEMUM  KOREANIUM  —  A  particularly 
hardy  form,  cold  and  drought  resistant,  making  great 
mounds  of  ornamental,  richly  green  foliage.  In  quite 
early  autumn,  tall  daisies  of  largest  size,  white  with 
pink  tintings,  appear.  In  bloom  for  many  weeks.  Long 
lasting  when  cut.  Hardiest  autumn-flowering  strain.

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LILIES  FROM  SEED 

Lilies  grow  rather  readily  from  autumn-sown  seeds, 
good  strong  germination  in  most  instances  taking  place 
the  following  spring.  At  Old  Orchard  we  make  the  bulk 
of  our  Lily  seed  sowings  in  late  autumn,  October  to 
January,  though  there  are  a  few  kinds  that  we  are 
likely  to  sow  in  spring.  All  those  listed  below  may  be 
satisfactorily  sown  right  now,  any  time  from  early  Oc¬ 
tober  on,  that  the  soil  is  not  frozen,  sowing  of  course, 
in  open  ground  seed-beds.  For  seeds  of  many  other 
kinds  that  may  be  so  sown,  refer  to  page  43  of  general 
catalog. 

LILIUM  FORMOSANUM  ALPINE  VARIETY— This  is 
the  alpine  or  early  blooming  variety  of  Lilium  formo- 
sanum;  from  the  botanical  viewpoint,  variety  Price-  * 
anum.  It  comes  from  grassy  mountain  slopes  in  wild 
inner  Formosa,  elevation  high  enough  so  that  the  grow¬ 
ing  season,  snow  to  snow,  is  short.  Compared  with  the 
lowland  strain  of  Lilium  formosanum  that  is  usual  in 
our  gardens,  this  early  alpine  variety  is  in  full  flow¬ 
ering  at  least  two  months  sooner,  June  instead  of  Sep¬ 
tember.  The  blossoms  are  big  flaring  trumpets  that 
may  be  pure  white,  or  may  show  faint  rose  suffusions. 

The  plants  grow  sturdily  erect,  very  even  in  height, 
about  25  inches  against  the  four  to  flve  feet  that  the 
regular  Lilium  formosanum  reaches.  Another  point,  this 
alpine  or  Price’s  Variety  is  particularly  hardy.  Pkt.

Of  the  more  desirable  and  delightful  rock  garden 
perennials',  there  are  many,  very  many,  that  grow  with 
the  greatest  of  readiness  from  seeds  sown  in  open 
ground  bds  during  October,  November  and  even  De¬ 
cember,  germination,  of  course,  coming  in  spring.

Always 
sweetly  scented.  Blossoms  of  an  exquisite  perfection  of 
form.

Treasures  here  that  all  too  few  know.  These  kinds 
are  of  rather  sure  and  easy  germination  if  sown  out  of 
doors  in  late  autumn,  indeed  three  at  least  of  them, 
Stans,  Serratifolia  and  Davidiana,  will  usually  give 
flowers  first  summer  from  sowings  of  the  previous  fall. 

CLEMATIS  TEXENSIS— Flowers  like  painted  urns  of 
brilliant  gleaming  red.  Within,  the  blossoms  are  pink 
and  buff.  A  fully  hardy  vine.  No  Clematis  is  more  color¬ 
fully  far-visible.

CLEMATIS  CRISPA — All  summer  there  are  blossoms 
like  giant  Hyacinth  bells,  crisp-petalled,  bright  blue, 
with  deeper  shadings.

Indeed  it  is  difficult  to  draw  a  line  between  the  kinds 
that  fit  the  two  groupings,  for  there  is  no  firm  divis¬ 
ion.

PULMONARIA  MOLLIS — The  very  earliest  perennial  of 
real  and  showy  floriferousness  to  show  spring  bloom  at 
Old  Orchard.  The  plants  are  hills  of  flowers,  rich 
plum-colored  blossoms,  all  through  April.

ASTER  FARRERI — A  fantasy  in  purple  and  gold. 
Great  shaggy  flowers,  three  inches  across,  gold  centers, 
with  many,  very  many,  long-fringing  petals  of  lavender 
purple,  each  blossom  carried  alone  on  its  own  long 
stem.

ASPHODELINE  BALANSAE— A  hardy  Asphodel  in  ef¬ 
fect  of  pink-toned  silver,  great  solidly  built  spikes  that 
spring  from  fountain-rosettes  of  silver- swished  foliage. 
The  flowers  are  starry,  silvery  white  with  hint  of  pink 
suffusion,  each  petal  with  a  golden  brown  center  line 
that  shows  in  the  bud  as  well  as  in  the  open  blossom.

TROLLIUS  LEDEBOURI — Widely  opened  blossoms  of 
burnished  gold,  like  giant  Buttercups.  Pkt.  15c.

The  species  Irises'  offer  a  wealth  of  interesting  beau¬ 
ty  for  varied  uses,  and  they  grow  with  fair  readiness 
from  autumn  sown  seeds.  Seeds  of  the  Iris  species 
listed  here,  should  germinate  following  spring  from  fall 
sowings,  and  mostly  they  will  flower  a  year  later,  but 
Iris  dichotoma  will  bloom  first  season. 

IRiIS  BREVIPES — Very  large  flattened  flowers  only 
six  inches  above  the  ground,  these  of  brilliant  indigo 
blue,  with  yellow  markings.

HARDY  PITCHER-PLANTS 

Two  of  the  interesting  and  beautiful  hardy  Pitcher- 
plants  or  Sarracenias  seem  to  be  fully  winter  hardy  in 
the  North;  Sarracenia  flava,  with  tall  green  pitchers 
and  bright  lemon  “flowers,”  and  Sarracenia  purpurea, 
wide  violet-veined  pitchers  and  maroon  purple  “flowers”. 
See  page  57  of  general  catalog  for  fuller  descriptions. 
Seeds  of  them  sown  in  late  autumn  in  pans  or  tubs 
filled  with  a  mixture  of  sand  and  peat  moss  or  fine 
sphagnum  moss,  will  germinate  strongly  early  the  next 
spring.  We  place  the  tubs  on  the  north  of  a  building, 
heaping  snow  over  them  as  soon  as  it  falls,  or,  failing 
that,  we  mulch  lightly  with  straw  to  prevent  winter 
drying.  Seeds  of  either  species  supplied  at  20c  the  pkt.,

FRENCH  HYBRID  LILACS — Immense  blossom-trusses, 
single  or  double,  in  white,  pink,  rose-lilac,  blue-violet, 
silvery  blue,  purple,  claret  and  crimson.  They  often 
bear  a  truss  of  flowers  third  year  from  seed.

CYTTSUS  HYBRIDS— The  showy  Scottish  Broom  in 
new  color  forms.

SOW  ANNUALS  NOW? 

That  may  seem  an  absurd  question,  to  be  answered 
quickly  in  negative;  but  there  are,  nevertheless,  several 
wonderfully  showy  summer  annuals  that  give  best  ef¬ 
fect  only  when  seed  is  sown  late  the  fall  before,  for 
like  the  other  things  in  this  folder,  they  need  cold  to 
give  them  the  right  start.

DICRANOSTIGMA  FRANCHETTIANUM- Big  four-pet- 
alled  blossoms  in  crinkled  golden  silkiness  all  summer 
long.  Jagged  green  leaves,  white-marbled.  Unusual  Him¬ 
alayan,  in  distant  kinship  to  Poppy.  A  delight.  Pkt.  15c. 

SALVIA  CARDUACEA — The  daintiest  of  fringed  sky- 
blue  blossoms,  wavy-edged  and  undulate,  are  carried  in 
many  cushion-like  whorls  of  thorn-set  silvery  gossamer.
